"WKeieas, By sec-iion two (8) of Act fifty-two (52) of the Legis- 
lative .-issemhly of the Territory of Arizona in the year 1891 pro- 
vided Lhat county Irea-^'urers and ex-officio tax collectors of second 
and third elasu counties should receive a commission on moneys re- 
ceived hy thom not to exceed three (3) per cent, said commission 
to he ^^xed by fie order of the Boards of Supervisors; and 

Whereas, By Act No. 51 of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Arizona, for the year 1895, known as the Act cdassify- 
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ing counties of the Territory and fixing the compensation of the

Petition and Recommendation,

of the Territory f»f Arizona, and all persons who have performed 
the duties of poll tax collectors in the several counties, in accord- 
ance with Paragraph 2730, Section 104, of the Revised Statutes 
of Arizona, are entitled to deduct the sum of twenty-five cents for 
each poU tax by him so coUecterl, which sum of twenty-five cents is 
the fee allowed the Assessors and ex-ofiicio collectors of poll tax 
for the collection of such poll tax.

Section 1. Ever;? pareut, guardian or other person in the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, having control of any child or children between 
the ages of eight and lonrtcfen years, shall be required to send 
such child or children to a public school, or private school taught 
by a competent insinictor, lor a period of at least twelve weeks 
in each year, six weeks of which time shall be consecutive; pro- 
vided, that such parent, guardian or other person having control 
of such child or children shfcll be excused from such duty by the 
school board of the district whenever it shall be shown to its satis- 
faction that one of the following reasons exists therefor, to- wit: 

1st. That such child is taught at home by a competent in- 
structor in such branches as are usually taught in the public 
schools. 

2nd. That such child has already a<^uired the branches of 
learning taught in the pubjic schools. 

3rd. That sucrh parent, guardian or other person is not able 
by reason of poverty to properly clothe such child. 

4th. That such child is in such physical or mental condition 
(as declared by a competent physician, if required by the board) 
to render such attendance inexpedient or impracticable. 

5th. That there is no school taught the requisite lengtti of 
time within two and one-half miles of the residence of such child 
by the nearest traveled road; provided, that no child shsdl be r^ 
fused admission to any public school on account of race or color. 

See. 2. Any parent, guardian or other person failing to cod^ 
ply with the provisions of Section 1 of this Act, shall be deemt 
gmlty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction be fined in a sn 
not less than five and not more than twenty-five dollars for sue 
offense; said action shall be prosecuted in the name of the Terr 
toiy of Arizona, liefore any court of competent jurisdiction, an 
all fines so collected sliall be paid into the county treasury anc 
placed to the credit of the school fund of the district in which the 
offense occurs.

by marking the boundaries of his claim with a post or monument 
of stones at each angle of the claim located. When a post is used 
it must be at least four inches square by four feet six inches in 
length, set one fool in the ground and eurrotmded by a mound of 
stone or earth lour feet in diameter by two feet in height. 

Where it is practically impjedble on account of bed rock or 
precipitous ground to sink such posts, they may be placed in a pile 
of stones. Ard if for any loason it is impossible to erect and 
maintain a post or monument of etone at any angle of such claim, 
a witness post or monument may be used, said witness monument to 
be placed as near the true comer as the nature of the ground will 
permit. Vrhen a mound of stonu is used it must be at least throe 
feet in heio:ht and four feet in diameter at the base. 

The locator of any placer claim shall, within sixty days after 
the date of location of such claim have the location notice of said 
claim recorded in the office of the County Kecorder of the County 
in which said placer claim may be situated, which record must 
contain: The name of the claim, designating it as a placer claim;

That all resei*voirs and canals and all other prop- 
erty used tor the development, conservation, storage and distribu- 
tion of water for mining, manufacturing or agriciUtural purposes, 
with all appurtenances thereunto belonging in any wise appertain- 
ing hereafter constructed, erected, excavated and installed within 
this Territory, by any person, firm, corporation, or association, his 
or their successors in interest or their assigns, together with the 
capital sbyck of any suoh person, firm, corporation or association^ 
used or employed therein, shall be exempted from taxation of 
e^'.ery kind and nature wiiavsoever for the period of fifteen years 
after the completion thereof, upon the conditions hereinafter con- 
tained, provided, that this Act shall not apply to, nor the benefits 
thereof ijiiire to any person, firm, corporation or association own- 
ing, con^:t^ucting or operating any reservoir or reservoirs, canal 
or canah, unless the paDre shall be made adequate to store or im- 
potmd, by the construction (»f substantial dams, flood and surface 
-/vater, or Vy raising or developing water from the beneath the

Whenever any corporation, association or union of 
workingmen have adopted or shall hereafter adopt for its or their 
protection any label, trade-mark, or form of advertisement an- 
nouncing that goods to which such label, trade-mark or form of ad- 
vertisement, shall be attached, were manufactured by it or by a 
member or members of such union, it shall be unlawful for any 
person or corporation to counterfeit or imitate such label, trade- 
mark or form of advertisement. Every person violating this sec- 
tion shall, upon conviction, be punished by imprisonment in the 
County jail for not less than three months nor more than one year, 
or by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than 
two hundred dollars, or by fine and imprisonment- 
Sec. 2. Every person who shall use any counterfeit or imitation 
of any label, trade-mark or form of advertisement of any stich cor- 
poration, union or association, knowing the same to be counterfeit 
or imitation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the County jail for a term of not less 
than three months nor more than one year, or by a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars nor more than two hundred dollars, or 
by both. 

Sec. 3. Every such association, union or corporation that has 
heretofore adopted or shall hereafter adopt a label, trade-mark or 
form of advertisement, as aforesaid, shall file the same in the oflRce 
of the Secretary of the Territory, by leaving two copies, counter- 
parts or fac-similes thereof with the Secretary of the Territory; 
said Secretary shall deliver to such corporation, association or union 
so filing the same, a duly attested certificate of the record of th« 
same, for which he shall receive a fee of three dollars; such certifi- 
cate of record elmll in all §uits and prosecutions under this Act be 
sutficiont proof of tlie adoption of such label, trade-mark or form 
of advertisement, and of the right of said union, corporation or 
association, to adopt the same. 

Sec. 4. Every person who shall use or display the genuine label, 
trade-mark or form of advertisement of any such association, cor- 
poration or union in any manner not authorized by such associa- 
tion, corporation or union, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,

To Establish Free Public Libraries and Heading Rooms. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
.Arizona: 

Section 1. The municipal authorities of any city or incor- 
porated town of this Territory having a population exceeding five 
llioiisand are authorized and empowered by a resolution duly 
passed by themselves for that purpose, to levy and collect, as in 
other cases, annually, a tax not to exceed one-half of one mill on 
the dollar, for the purpose of establishing and maintaining, in sucli 
city, free ])ublic libraries and reading rooms, and purchasing such 
books, journals and other publications and erecting such buildings 
as may be necessary therefor. 

Sec. 2. Any city or incorporated town may receive, hold or 
sipose of any and all gifts, donations and bequests that may be 
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made to Buch citr or incorporated town, for the purpose of eatab- 
lishing, mereaaing or improving any euch public library, and the 
city or town council thereof may apply the uae, profits, proceeda and 
rents nocruing therefrom in such manner as will best promote the 
prosperity and utilitv of such library. 

Sec. 3. All money and revenue paiti, collected or received hy 
authority of anything herein contaiDed, whether by taxation, gift, 
deviae, hetinest or otherwise, shall belong tn and be known and dea- 
ignatef) ss the Tjibrary Fnnd, and shall be paid into the proper Citv 
Treaaury, and there kept separate and apart from other funds, and 
be drawn therefrom as herein provided, but only to be used and 
applied to the purposes herein authorized. 

Sec. 4. All property, real and personal, acquired by gift, de- 
vise, hequeat or otherwise, under the pro\'isions of or for any pur- 
pnae autliorized hy this Act, shall vest, be and remain in the proper 
city, and may be protected, defended and sued for hy an action at 
law, or otherwise in the name of such city, aa in other cases. 

Sec. 5. The mnnicipa! authorities of any such city or incor- 
porated town entitled by this Acl to the establishment of a public 
library, may appoint five persons who shall be residents of the city 
where such library is estabUshed, aa inisteea of such Ubrary. 

Said trustees shnll hold otRce for the aame length of time aa the 
municipal authorities unless sooner removed by death, resignation 
or vote of aaid municipal council for good cause. 

Sec. 6. The office of trustee of the library shall he honorary, 
ivithont salary or compensation. 

Sec. 7. ITie trustees of any hhrary or reading room estahliahcd 
or acquired by authority of this Act, shall take charge of the same 
and of nil real or personal property thereunto belonging, or that 
may be acquired by loan, purchase, gift, devise or otherwise; they 
aball meet for business purposes on the first Tuesday of each month, 
find at such other times as they shall anpoint, at a place to be pro- 
vided for the purpose, and a majority of all their number shall con- 
stitute a quorum for husines.s. They may elect from among them- 
selves a President and Secretary of the Board, and may elect a 
TJbrarian, who shall be a resident of the city. 

The Secretary shall keep a hill statement and account of all 
property, money receipts and expenditures, and a record and fuU 
niinotos in writing of all their proceedings. The Secretary may 
certify to such proceedings or any part or portion thereof, undei' 
his hand, verified hy an oUieial seal adopted and provided by the 
trustees for that purpose. 

Sec. 8. Such trustees, by a majurity vote of all their merabw 
to be recorded in the minutes with the ayes and noes at length, sla 
have the power: 
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1. To make and enforce all rules, regulations and by-laws nec- 
essary for the admimstration, government and protection of such 
library and reading room, and all property belonging thereto, or 
ma}' be loaned, devised, bequeathed or donated to the same. 

2. To exercise and administer any trust declared or created for 
«uch library or reading room. 

3. To define the powers and describe the duties of any and all 
officers and elect all necessary subordinate officers and assistants, 
and at ilicir pleasure remove any officer or assistant. 

4. To purchase necessary books, journals, publications and 
other pennon al property. 

5. I'o order the drawing and payment, upon properly authen- 
ticated vouchers, duly certified by the President and Secretary, of 
money out of the library fund for any liability or expenditure here- 
in authorized; and generally to do all that may be necessary to fully 
carry into ell'ect the provisions of this Act. 

G. To fix the salary of the Librarian, which shall not exceed 
five hundred dollars per annum, and by and with the consent and 
approval of ihe Common Council of the city, expressed by resolu- 
tion duly passed, to purchase such real estate and erect and equip 
such buildings as may be necessary for such library and reading 
room. 

Sec. i». The orders and demands of the trustees of any such 
library or reading-room, when duly made and authenticated aa 
above provided, shall be verified and audited by the auditing officer, 
and paid by the Treasurer of such city out of the library fund 
properly belonging thereto, of which full entry and record be kept, 
as in other cases. 

Sec. 10. The trustees of such library and reading-room, on or 
before the first Monday of July of each year, shall make an annual 
deport to the municipal authorities of their city or town, giving 
the condition of their trust with full statement of all property and 
money reeived, whence derived, how used and expended; the num- 
ber of books, journals and other publications on hand; the number 
added by giil^ purchase or otherwise during the year; the number 
lopfc or missing; the number and character of those loaned, and such 
other siatistics, information and suggestions as may be of general 
interest. A financial report, showing all receipts and disburse- 
ments of money shall also be made by the Secretary of the Board 
of '^I'rustees, duly verified by his oath. 

Sec. 1 i . I'Le proper municipal authorities of any city wherein 

a public library or reading-room may be established shall have 

power to pass ordinances for the protection of the same and all 

property thereto belonging, and imposing penalties for the punish- 

ment of person? committing m^MT^ to €>ue\i Xj^^^^tni ^sA ^<i"^^!is^g-. 
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room, or the property or books thereof, or for failure to return any 
book or other property belonging thereto. 

They shall also have power, by resolution duly passed for such 
purpose, to ^ant, donate or authorize the use of, either in whole 
or in part, any land, square, or real estate belonging to such city or 
town, 01 (ledicate to public use therein, for the purpose of erecting 
and maintaining a building to be used only for a public 
library and reading-room, as herein authorized. 

Sec. I'j. No tax shall be levied under the provisions of this 
Act unless first authorized by a majority vote of the taxpayers of 
the city wherein said tax is proposed to be levied at any general 
election helc^ for such purpose in said city-

There is hereby established and located near Flag- 
staff, in the County of Coconino, Arizona, a Normal School to be 
known as the Northern Arizona Normal School, the purpose of 
which shall be the instruction of persons, both male and female, 
in the ari; of teaching, and in all of the branches that peri;ain to a 
good comiDon school education, and in branches preparatory to the 
entrance te the Normal School hereby established. 

Sec. 2. That tract of land now held by the Territory of Ari- 
zona, located no^jr Flagstaff, in Coconino County, being about one 
hundred and thirty acres of Section twenty-one (21), in Township 
twenty-one (21) North, Eange seven East of the GDa and Salt River 
Meridian, securecl by virtue of Act No. 81 of the Seventeentli 
Legislative Assembly, and tlie building located on said land, now in 
process of construction heretofore known as the "Home for the 
Insane" rhall be. and is hereby, devoted to the uses and purposes 
of the Norlhcrn Arizona Normal School. 

Sec. I^. The power and authority vested in the Territorial 
Loard c»f Control and Superintendent of the Insane Asylum, by Act 
No- 25 of the Nineteenth Legislative Assembly, so far as such power 
and authority relate to the land and building mentioned in the pre- 
ceding Section, are hereby abrogated and revoked except as here- 
inafter provided.

Section 1 Upon the presentation to the Board of Supennsors 
of any first ehiFP County in this Territory at any regular meeting 
thereof of a petition signed by not less than ten persons, residents 
of said County, ii'ho are engaged in the production of honey in said 
County, asking f'lr the appointment of a Foul Brood In.^pector in 
that County, said Board of Supervisors shall appoint one person 
from among those recommended by the petitioners to act in that 
capacity. The person so appointed shall ser\'e for a term of two 
yeara urilcss Teuio\'etl by the Board of Supervisors for cause, b-^forw 
the expiration of that time. 

Sec. S. The Inspector shall, when informed by any bee- 
keeper in writ ing that he suspects th« existraice of foul brood in any 
apiary in the County, at once examine said apiary, and if tl'e dia- 
eriM is found m esiat therein, shall also inspect all other apiaries 
within two miles thereof. When foul brood is found by the in- 
spector, lie fJtall destroy by burning, or see that they are so de- 
stroyed by tlte owner, all colonies so diseased, including the hives 
and fniiues in wliioh the diseased colony is located. Provideil, 
that if the owner thinks that the colony or colonies condemned by 
tlic inspector are not diseased, a committee of investigation com- 
posed of honey producers shall be constituted as follows: viz., one 
to be chost^n by tJ>e owner, one by th* inspector and a third by these 
two. They shall examine the disputed cases, hear the inspector 
and owner, and shall then decide whether the said coloov or col- 
onics are disnised or not, and their decision shall be final.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. When any person residing or being in any County, 
City or Village within this Territory, shall be afflicted with small- 
pox, or any other contagious or infectious disease dangerous to the 
public health, it shall be the duty of every Constable, Justice of | 
the Peace, Sherifl:* or Deputy Sheriff, when notified of such fact by 
a legally practicing physician who will give to said officer a certi- 
ficate setting forth the condition of the person to be removed, to 
immediately cause said person to be removed to a separate house if 
where he or she may be, and any such officer may cause the persons 
in the neighborhood to be removed and may take such other meas- 
ures as such ollieer may deem necessary for the safety of the inhabi- 
tants; and in either case, such officer shall provide for the person so 
afflicted as aforesaid and the necessary expense shall be a charge to 
the person or persons so taken care of, or against any other person 
T\ ho may be liable for such person's support, Provided, that in case 
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any persons who have any contagious disease may remain in their 
ovvn premises by pa3ring all expenses of a quarantine of the prem- 
ises where such patient is; but said quarantine must be under the 
direction of the officer having charge of the case and the legally 
practicing physician giving the certificate. Such officer shall also 
provide the necessar}' quarantine of the building or place where any 
it can be done without danger to his or their health, and if such 
person cannot be removed without danger to his or her health, 
such officer shall at once make provision for him or her in the house 
Act.

Authorizing Navajo County to Borrow Limited Amounts 

of Money. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Teiritory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1- That the Board of Supervisors of Nayajo Countf, 
Arizona Territory, be and are hereby authorized to borrow moneji 
and pledge the revenue of the said County as surety therefor, said 
moneys to be used exclusively for the redemption of outstanding 
bonds which have been regularly issued, under legislative enact- 
ment, by said Navajo County. Provided that the amount so bor- 
rowed shall not exceed ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, at any 
time, and that the total indebtedness of said County so incurred, 
shall not exceed said amount of ten thousand ($10,000.00) doUan.

For the Employment of Prisoners Lawfully Sentenced to Serve in 
the County Jails of This Territory. 



Be it enaeied l)y the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. When any person shall be lawfully sentenced for a 
misdemeanor by any District Court or Justice of the Peace to serve 
a certain number of days in any County Jai! of this Territory, It 
shal) he competent for the Court awarding such sentence to incor- 
porate therein a provision that the person so sentenced shall be 
Kept at hard labor during the term of such sentence, or for any 
6pecified portion thereof as may be acijudged by said Court. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the keepers of said several jails 
within said Territory, when any sucb person shall be sentenced to 
hard labor therein, and any mode of labor shall be provided, to 
cause such prisoner to be kept constantly employed during every 
day, Sunday excepted, and when such prisoner is discharged, to 
report to the Board of Supervisors, of such labor, and in all such 
cnses it shall be lawful for said custodian of such prisoner, with th'j 
consent of the Board of Supervisors of such County in which such 
.inil may be situated, to provide labor for such prisoners, if they 
deem it expedient and profitable to do so, either inside of said jail, 
or outside of its limits. 

Sec. 3. The several keepers of said jails shall respectively hav3 
power, with the consent of the Board of Supervisors of said County, 
from time to time to cause such of the prisoners under their charge 
as are capable of hard labor, to be employed on any of the public 
avenues, streets, highways or other works, where tbe same will not 
conflict in any manner or form with free labor, in the County in 
which such prisoners shall be confined.

Requiring the Payment of a Poll Tax of Electors in Arizona Before 
They Shall be Entitled to Have Their Names Entered Upon 
the Great Register.

Section 1. No Recorder, Justice of the Peace, or other officer 
authorized to register electors in any of the Counties of the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona shall register or talie the affidavit for the purpose 
of registration of any elector within this Territory, unless such per- 
son desiring to be registered shall produce and exhibit to the reg- 
istering officer a receipt showing that he has paid a poll tax for tie 
year in which he is registering. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall not apply to any person who is by law 
exempt from the payment of a poU tax. But in this event, the 
person desiring to register must make affidavit to the facts that 
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entitle him under the law to an exemption from the payment of a 
poll tax. 

Sec. 3. Any of the registering officers enumerated in Section 
1 of this Act, or any that may hereafter be qualified to register 
electors, who enters the name of any person upon the Great Reg- 
ister of the County in which he is an officer, without requiring the 
person seeking to be registered to exhibit a poll tax receipt for the 
year in which he is being registered, or taking the affidavit of such 
person showing he is exempt from the payment of a poll tax, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to a fine upon conviction 
therefor, of not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or im- 
prisonment in the County Jail not less than thirty days nor more 
than sixty days or by both such fine and imprisonment.

If after the sale or conveyance of any lands sold 
for the non-payment of taxes, it shall be discovered or decided "by 
any Court of competent jurisdiction, that the sale under the certi- 
ficate issued thereon was void for the reason that the property so 
sold for taxes was not liable for taxes, or not liable for the taxes 
for which it was sold, then and in every such case, the County 
Board of Supervisors shall make an order, briefly stating the rea- 
sons therefor, directing that the money paid for such certificate on 
the sale, by the purchaser or his assigns, be refunded, with interest 
at the rate of seven per cent per annum to such purchaser or his 
assigns upon the delivery of the certificate or deed, to be cancelled. 
And if the County Treasurer shall, in pursuance of such order, 
olTer to the person entitled thereto, his money, as aforesaid, and he 
f^hall refuse to receive the same or cancel the certificate or deed, he 
shall not be entitled to receive any interest on the money so paid by 
him, after the date of such offer and refusal; nor shall any recovery 
ever be otherwise had against the County on such deed or certi- 
ficate.

I''ile3 its Articles of Incorporation with the Secretary 
of tliis Territory, together with a lawful appointment of an agent 
upon whom all notices and processes, including service of sum- 
mons, may be served, and when so served, shall be deemed, taken 
and held to be a lawful, personal service on such Company for all 
purposes what^^oever. 

Second. Filed a copy of its Articles of Incorporation and ap- 
pointment of agent, certified to by the Secretary of the Territory, 
with the Territorial Treasurer. 

Third. Filed a statenient under oath, showing; First, the 
name and locality of the ('ompany; Second, the amount of capita! 
stock; Third, the capital stock paid up; Fourth, the amount of its 
accmnulationa and assets and liabilities; Fifth, surplus as to policy 
holders. 

253. (Sec. 8.) Tlie statement referred to in Section 7 of thin 
Chapter shall be renewed annually, in the month of March of each 
year. The first statement may be made at any time. Upon filing 
such renewed statement, the agent shall also file therewith a state- 
ment under oath of the sum total of the premium receipts collected 
within this Territory for the period elapsing since the filing of t^" 
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previous statement, and shall cause such statement to be published 
in at least one newspaper published within the Territory, and 
tliereupon the Treasurer shall levy a tax of two per cent upon said 
premium receipts, which shall be paid by said agent to said Treas-

although such policy of insurance is not signed by him or them, as 
agent or agents of such Company, or who in anywise directly or in- 
directly makes, or causes to be made, any contracts of insurance for 
or on account of such insurance Company aforesaid, shall be 
deemed to all intents and purposes an agent or agents of such Com- 
pany, and shall be subject and liable to all the provisions, regula- 
tions and penalties of this Act. 

If any Insurance Company, Corporation or Association, its 
agents or attorney, shall solicit insurance or shall issue a policy 
without having complied with the laws of this Territory, the Com-

To Create the County of Santa Cruz 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. There shall be and is hereby created out of the 
southern [lortion of Pima County, in the Territory of Arizona, a 
now County, to be called and known as the County of Santa, f 
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Sec. 2. The boundaries of said Santa Cruz County shall be as 
follows, viz.: Commencing on the International Boundary Line 
between the United States and the Kepublic of Mexico, at a point 
where the eastern boundary line of said Pima County touches said 
International Boundary Line, thence due north along said eastern 
boundary line of Pima County to a point six miles north of the 
point at which the Fourth Standard Parallel south intersects said 
eastern boundary line, thence due west forty-two miles to the inter- 
section of township line, said point being near the Bustamante 
Kanch on Sopori Creek, thence due south fourteen miles, thence 
due west twelve miles to a point, thence due south to said Inter- 
national Boimdary Line, and thence easterly along said Inter- 
national Boimdary Line to the place of beginning. 

Sec. 3. The Governor of the Territory of Arizona is hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to appoint, upon the passage of 
this Act, all such County Officers in the County of Santa Cruz as 
may be nepessary to effect the complete County organization under 
the laws of this Territory. The Probate Judge so appointed may 
qualify before any officer of the Territory of Arizona, who is com- 
petent to administer oaths, and his bond shall be approved by the 
Chairman of the Board of Supervisors of Pima County, and all 
other officers so appointed shall qualify before the Probate Judge of 
Santa Cruz County, and the bonds of such officers shall be subject 
to the approval of said Probate Judge of Santa Cruz County. 

Sec. 4. All officers appointed in said Coiln^ of Santa Cruz, 
as hereinbefore provided, shall hold their respective offices until 
the general election of 1900, and until their successors shall bave 
been duly elected and qualified ;and each officer so appointed shall 
be a resident and a citizen of said Santa Cruz County at the date of 
the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 5. At the general election in 1900, the voters of said Santa 
Cruz County may designate upon their ballots the place for the 
county seat of said County, and all such votes shall be received.

Sec. o. Until the place of the County seat shall be fixed at the 
general election of 1900, the town of Nogales shall be the Countv 
seat of said Santa Cruz County. 

Sec. 7. All Precinct officers elected in the County of Pima at 
the general election of 1898, and who have duly qualified, and who 
reside within the boundai-ies of said Santa Cruz County, shall hold 
their respective offices until the general election in 1900, and untik 
their successors shall be duly elected and qualified the same as if 
they had been elected in said Santa Cruz County, and no further

which shall be paid by the said County of Santa Cruz to the Coxinty 
of Piiaa, as hereijiafter provided; and then the total indebtedness 
of the County of Pima at the date of the passage of this Act shall 
be paid by the County of Pima, provided, however, that should 
the Board of Supervisors of either of said Counties fail, refuse or 
neglect to meet at the time and place and for the purpose above 
mentioned, then the Board of Supervisors, which does assemble, 
are hereby authorized to meet at the said time and place and per- 
form the duties in this Section directed, and to certify the lists 
and statements herein mentioned, by the Chairman of said Board 
of Supervisors; and said lists, so certified, shall be and become a 
record of eacli of said Coimties of Pima and Santa Cruz, as above 
provided. 

Sec. 17. The Board of Supervisors of said County of Santa 
Cruz, as soon ns the said indebtedness mentioned in the next pre- 
ceding Section shall he ascertained, shall meet at the County seat 
of said County, and for the purpose of paying, redeeming and re- 
funding the existing indebtedness of said County as in the pre- 
ceding Section stated, issue negotiable coupon bonds of the said 
County of Santa Cruz, tearing interest at the same rate per cent 
per annum as the public debt of Pima County b^ars at the time 
this Act goes into effect, payable on the second day of January in 
each year. The principal and interest shall be payable in gold 
coin of the United States, at the office of the Treasurer, of said 
Pima County. Each of said bonds shall state upon its face the 
amount for which it is issued, which shall be in the sum of One 
Thousand DoJlfirs and a fractional amount for the last bond, when 
and where jjayable, date of issue, time and place of payment, pay- 
able to the Ccunry of Pima, Arizona, or its order, rate of interest, 
and recite thnt it is issued in conformity with this Act. 

The princi])al of said bonds shall be paid as follows: Ten (10) 
per cent of the total amount issued in ten years from date of issue, 
and ton (10) j)Q.r cent of the total amount issued annually there- 
after, until all of said bonds shall be paid; provided, that the said 
Board of Supervisors of said Santa Cruz County may make all or 
any of said l»onds redeemable at an earlier date; the said bonds 
shall hr "sio-ned l)y the Chairman of tlie said Board of Supervisors, 
and shall bear the official seal of said Board, and shall be signed 
by the Treasurer of said County, and shall bear the seal of his office, 
they shall be consecutively numbered, and there shall be attached 
to each^ and hearing the same number, annual interest coupons 
coverini; the ijnerest expressed in said bonds. Said coupons shall 
be signed by the Chairman of said Board of Supervisors, and by said 
Treasurer, and fchall be so affixed to said bonds as to be removed 
therefrom without mutilating the same; provided, that the bonds 
of Santa Cruz County issued under the provisions of this Act may 
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at any time liefort they become due, be redeemed by the eaitl 
County of Simfa Cray, upon paying- the holder thereof the amount 
of the principal and interest then due thereon, or by giving in 
aichiinfre thei-ei'or territorial funding bonds of like amountj at the 
optioi of paid holders of said bonds, 

Spc. 18. I'he said bonds shall be at once delivered to the 
Treasurer of said Pima County, who shall receive the same as the 
property of r^.iid County, and shall stand charged upon his official 
b'ind« for the same, and the said County of Pima is hereby author- 
ized to take, own and hold the said bonds, and through its Board 
of HupiTHSoi-s. dispose of and tranefer the same for the benefit of 
said Cniinfy. Such transfer shall be made by the endorsement of 
the ChainiiRn of ^nid Board, attested bv the Clerk of the said Board 
with the seal thereof: provided, that all moneys realized from the 
sale of such btinds shall be applied to the present existing indebt- 
edness of Miid Pima Coimty. 

Sec. IS. The Board of Suporvisors of the said County of 
Santa Cruz shrill cause to be assef^secJ and levied each year upon the 
taxable propei-fj in said County, a sufficient sum to pay the in- 
terest on all tioiuts issued in pursuance of -this Act: provided, that 
in the y*'ar I'JOO and every year thereafter, until both the principal 
and inliTctit 'F the bonds which have been issued under this Ace 
shall have been paid, they, the said "Board of Supervisors, shall levy 
such funhiT.and additional tax as may he required to raise a sum of 
money sufficient to pay and redeem such amount of said bonds as 
they liecomc dut;, and pay the interest thereon annually, as will in- 
sure the redemption of the whole of said bonds within ten (101 
years Jroni the j'par 190!); and provided further, that the said Board 
of SupiTviifOrH may. prior to the said year 1909 prepare for the pay- 
ment and redemption of said bonds by assessing and levying the 
taxes herein authorized and directed for that purpose; and all taxes

Sec. 20. Jf t^ufficient money shall not be reahzed each year 
from the colJectinTi of taxes to pay the principal and interest of said 
bonds when due, the deficiency shall be paid by the Treasurer out 
of the general funds of said County. If any money remains after 
paying such primdpal and interest from the taxes collected each 
year after the payment of sueh interest, the surplus shall be paid 
by thu Treasurer into the ijeneral fund of said County, 

Sec. 21. Tntil the bonds issued under this Act are fully paid, 
includiri; the interest thereon, the faith and credit of the County 
of Santa Cruz, and ail taxable property, and all increase thereof 
within the limits of said County of Sanla Cruz, are, and shall con- 
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tinue, pledged for the pajrment of the same, and said bonds shall 
be exempt fr(»m all taxation in this Territory. All costs and ex- 
penses incurred for providing and procuring the bonds under the 
provisions of tins Act, for the publication of notices, remitting 
funds for the pjiyment of principal or interest of said bonds, an<i 
all other necessarj' incidental expenses, shall be credited and paid 
by the Board oi Supervisors of said County of Santa Cruz, out of 
the general fund of said County. 

Sec. 22. Of all the moneys hereafter collected for County 
purposes by either of said Counties of Pima or Santa Cruz, on 
assessments of property made in said County of Pima prior to 1898, 
each of said Counties shall be entitled to collect, receive and own 
such portion as shall have been assessed on property within their 
re8pecti\e boundaries, as fixed by this Act, and the said County ot 
Santa Cniz i» hereby vested with all the powers necessary for the 
colh»ction of its portion of the same that it would have possessed 
if the said assessment had been made originally by the said County 
of Santa Cruz, and it is hereby made the duty of the Treasurer of 
Pima (^'Ounty tc transmit to the Treasurer of Santa Cruz County, 
on or before May 1st, 1899, a certified list of all delinquent taxe^ 
and debts of ever}' description due to Pima County at the date of 
th.^. passage of tiiis Act for which certified list he shall be allowed 
a compensation to be paid by the County of Santa Cruz, which 
shall not exceed that hereinbefore specified for transcripts ot 
records. 

See. 23. Sihould the said County of Pima, at any time after 
the passage of this Act, issue any bonds in addition to the bonds 
already issued, such bonds, so issued, after the passage of this Act, 
shall be paid solely by the said County of Pima, and without the aid 
or assistance of said County of Santa Cruz. 

Sec. 24. 'J'he public improvements of whatever kind that are 
within the hoim'laries of the respective Counties of Pima and 
Santa Cruz, shall be and become the property of the County within 
which they are located, to the same extent and under the same re- 
strictions and conditions, to which the same belongs to the County 
of Pima before the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 25. Until a re-apportionment of the members of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona shall have been 
made, Piii^a County and Santa Cruz County shall, for the purpose 
of representation in the Coimcil of the Territorial Legislature, 
constitute a Cou:icil District, and shall elect jointly, in the manner 
provided by law, one member of the Council of the Legislative 
Assembly; and said Pima County shall elect three members of the 
Hou?;e of Eepresentatives of the Legislative Assembly, and saia 
Santa Crnz County shall elect one member of the Ro\is.e oi Rep- 
resentatives oi the Legislative Assembly.

ive Counties to act as the County Commissioner of Immigration. 
Said Boards of Supervisors of Counties of the First Class and each 
of said Boards are authorized and empowered to pay said County 
Commissioner of Immigration a salary not to exceed the sum of 
Six Hundred Dollars per annum. Said Boards of Supervisors of 
Counties of the First Class and each of them are further author- 
ized and empowered to expend the further sum of Twenty-Five 
Hundred I)(>llars per annum for the expenses of said office of 
County Coijunissioner of Immigration. 

Sec. 2. .'VIJ Acts and parts of Acts in conffict with this Act 
are hereby repeaJed.

Charles 1). Poston, among all other pioneers, was pre-eminently the 
moving spirit and, in fact, may truly be said to be the Father oi 
Arizona and. 

Whereas, Charles D. Poston is now over seventy years of age, 
without income and feeble with age, and has but a few more yean 
to live, Therefore, 

Be ii enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory ol 
Arizona: . 

Section 1. That the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollais 
of the General fund of the Territory of Arizona is hereby appro- 
priated for the relief of Charles D. Poston. 

Sec. 2. That the Territorial Auditor is hereby authorized and 
directed to draw his warrant monthly on the General fund of the 
Territory, and against the revenue set aside therein, as provided 
for in Section 1 of this Act, for the sum of Twenty-Five ($25.00) 
Dollars in the favor of Charles D. Poston and the Territorial Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized and directed to pay said warrant.

'• To Provide for the Sale of Unclaimed Baggage. 



Be i1 enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. Wlienever any trunk, carpet bag, valise, box dud- 
dle, furniture, uierchandise or baggage has heretofore come or shall 
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hereafter come into the possession of the keeper of any warehouse 
or froi^^ht depot, hotel, inn, boarding or lodging house as such, and 
has remained or shall remain unclaimed for the period of six 
months, such keeper may proceed to sell the same at public auction, 
and out of the proceeds of such sale may retain the charges for 
storage if any. and the expenses of advertising and sale thereof; 
but no such sale shall be made until the expiration of four weeks 
from the first publication of notice of such sale in a newspaper pub- 
lished in or neai'est the city, town, village or place in which said 
hotel, inn, boarding or lodging house or warehouse is situated. 
Said notice shall be published once a week for four successive 
weeks in some newspaper, daily or weekly, of general circulation, 
and shall contain a description of each trunk, carpet bag, valise, 
bundle, box, furniture, merchandise or baggage, as near as may be, 
the name of the owner, if known, the name of such keeper, and the 
time and place of such sale; and the expenses incurred for advertis- 
ing shall be a lien upon such trunk, carpet bag, valise, box, bundle, 
furniture, merchandise or baggage in a ratable proportion, accord- 
ing to the value of such piece of property or thing or article sold; 
and m case any balance arising from such sale shall not be claimed 
by the rightful owner within one week from the day of said sale, 
the same shall be paid into the treasury of the county in which such 
sale took place; and if the same be not claimed by the owner thereof 
or his legal representatives within one year thereafter, the same 
shall be paid into the general fund of said County. 

Sec. 2. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

To Provide for the Revision of the Laws of the Territory 

of Arizona. 



Br it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. The Governor of the Territory of Arizona is herebj 
authorized, empowered and directed, within thirty (30) days after 
the passage of this Act, to appoint a commission consisting of 
three (3) competent la^^ers, not more than two of whom shall be 
from the same political party, resi-lents of this Territory, and \ntli 
discretion and authority to revise the laws of this Territory, andt^ 
eliminate therefrom all crude, useless, imperfect and contradictoij 
matter, and also to insert such new provisions as they may deem 
necessary and proper. 

Sec. 2. The members of the said Commission of Revision shall 
meet ii\dthin ten (10) days after their appointment, at Phoenix, acd 
shall organize by electing one of their members Chairman; the sai^ 
Ccunniission shall have the power to appoint a clerk, and shall pro- 
ceed to perform the duties required by this Act. The said Commi?- 
sioners shall determine the order of their proceedings and shall 
complete the work of revision in time to print and report the re- 
vise'.! laws to the Legislative Assembly which shall meet in the 
year Xineteen Hundred and One (1901). 
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Sec. 3. The enmpeneatioTi of sa.id Commiapioners ie hereby 
fixed at the sum of Twelve Hundred dollars ($1,300.00) each, which 
aaid coinpensoHon and that of the clerk shali be paid out of the 
Territorial treasury on the warrant of the Territorial Auditor. 
The compensation of the said clerk is hereby fixed at the sum of 
Twelve Hundred dollars ($1,200.00), The said compensation of 
the Commissioners and the clerk shall be paid quarterly. The said 
Commissioners shall be entitled to reeoivo mileage in their neces- 
sary travels to and from the capital of the Territory in the perform- 
ance of thoir duties under this Act provided. 

Such mileage shall be at the rate of sis cents for each mile so 
necessarily traveled and the said Commissioners shall furnish affi- 
davits of the same to the Territorial Auditor who shall thereupon 
draw his warrant for the pajTncnt of the same upon the Territorial 
Treasurer and the same shall be paid by the Territorial Treasurer. 
The sum of Five Tliousand dollars ($5,000,000) is hereby appropri- 
ated out of tlie General fund of the Territory to pay the salary of 
the said Commissioners and the clerk and all other incidental ex- 
penses thereof. 

Sec. 4, It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Territory 
to pupyily the necessarj' stationery which may be required by the 
said Commission for the work of revision. 

Sec. 5. In case any Commissioner appointed by the Governor 
shall fail to act, or in case of a vacancy arising upon the said Com- 
mission; the Governor is empowered to make an appointment to fill 
such vacancy. 

See. 6. This Act shall take effect immediately.

To Provide for the Maintenance of the University of Arizona. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. There shall be levied annually, in addition to all 

[other taxes not otherwise directed to be levied and collected, a tax 
of two-fifths of a mill on each one dollar of assessed value of all real 
and personal property in the Territory of Arizonn, and when col- 
lected to be placed by the Territorial Treasurer in the fund known 
k as the L'niveraity fund. The Territorial Auditor shall certify the 
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rate of tax as above stated to the several Boards of 
tliroughout the Territory and said Boards of Supervisors are herebr 
directed and required to enter such rate on the assessment rolls d 
their respective Counties in the same manner and with the sanv 
effect as is provided by law in relation .to other Territorial tnd 
County taxes. The tax levied under the provisions of the author 
ity of this Act is hereby made a lien against the property assessed, 
Avhich Jien shall attach on the first Monday in March in each yeir 
and shall not be satisfied or removed until such tax is paid. 

Sec. 2. The Boanl of Regents of the University of Arizona aie 
authorized to expend such portion of the University fund and audi 
other funds as may be provide<l for the said University as they may 
deem expedient for the erection and furnishing of suitable buildinp 
and the support and maintenance of said University. 

Sec. 3. The Territorial Auditor is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to draw his warrant on the Territorial Treasurer for iD 
claims approved and allowed by the said Board of Regents under the 
provisions of this Act and the Territorial Treasurer is hereby 
authorized and directed to pay said warrant out of any moneys in 
the Universitv fund. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

Relating to Eminent Domain. 



Bv it enacted by the Jjegislative Assembly of the Territory oi 
Arizona: 

Section 1. Subject to the provisions of Title 22, Revised 
Statutes of Arizona, the right of Eminent Domain may be exercised 
in behalf of the following additional public uses: A pipe line or pipe 
lines for the purpose of carrying petroleum, petroleum products or 
any other liquid fluid. Said pipe line or pipe lines for the purpose 
of carrying petroleum or petroleum products or any other liqiud 
fluid shall be deemed a public use within the provisions of said 
Title 22, Revised Statutes of Arizona. 

Sec. 2. All Act^ and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

To Eestrict the Sale of Morphine and Kindred Drugs. 



Bo it. enacted hj the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. Any person who shall sell or give away opium or any 
of its alkaloids or extracts, cocaine or chloral, or any preparation 
or prescription known to contain the aforementioned drugs, except 
on the prescription of a reputable physician who is in regular prac- 
tice of his profession, or who shall refill a prescription containing 
said drugs without an order from the physician giving same, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine of not 
less than Twenty-Five dollars or more than One Hundred dollars 
for each offense. 

Sec. 2. Any person giving or selling said drugs aforemen- 
tioned to any one known to be a habitual user of said drugs, except 
as described in Section 1, shall upon conviction of the same be 
fined in any sum not less than One Hundred nor more than Three 
Hundred dollars for 'each offense. 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall sell to any one who has been 
confined in any public institution, the cause of which has been 
alleged to \k- the use of said drugs, shall be fined in the sum of not 
less than One Hundred dollars and imprisoned in the County Jail 
for a period of not less than ninety days. 

Sec. 4. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.

To Authorize County Treasurers of First Class Counties to Employ 

Deputies and Fixing Compensation. 



B( it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of

Section 1. In all First Class Counties of the Territory of Ari- 
zona, where the assessed valuation of all property in said Counties 
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amounts to Four Million dollars or over, the County Treasuier (A 
each of said Counties is hereby authorized to employ in his office 
as County Treasurer and ex-C)lFicio Tax Collector, a deputy, at a 
cost not to exceed One Thousand dollars per year, said deputy'i 
salary to be paid in the same manner as the salary of the County 
Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. In Counties of the First Class, where the assessed valu- 
ation does not exceed the amount of Four Million dollars, the 
Treasurers thereof shall be pennittod to appoint a said depntj, 
provided ap])licati(m so to do has been first made to the Board of 
Supervisors, in said Counties, and the consent of the Board thereto 
has been entered upon the minutes of the Board. Such depu^ 
shall perfomj such duties as may be a^si^ed to him by the Treaa- 
urer and shall be paid for his sen'ices such compensation as may 
be deemed reasonable by the Board of Supervisors, the amomit <rf 
which compensation shall be entered upon the minutes of said 
Board; provided, that such compensation shall not in any case ex- 
ceed the sum of One Hundred dollars per month, or at the same 
rate for any time less than a month, and provided further, that 
such deputy shall be employed only for such time as may be con- 
sidered necessary by the Board of Supervisors, and the compensa- 
tion of such deputy shall cease whenever the Board of Supervison 
shall by resolution spread upon their minutes or so order. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this Act shall be construed so as to prevent 
any Treasurer from appointing a deputy or deputies who shall 
serve without compensation from the County. 

Sec. 4. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

Supplemental to Act No. 57 of the Nineteenth Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Arizona. 



!Be it enacted by the Legislative Assemblv of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. That Section eleven (11) of Act No. 57 of the 
Nineteenth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona, en- 
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titled, '^An Act adding to the powers and privileges already vested 
by charter in Incorporated Cities," approved March 18th, 1897, be 
amended by adding thereto the following: 

Provided, however, that the Common Council shall have the 
right and power to provide that such tax may be paid in equal an- 
nual installments not to exceed ten in number, the first installment 
to be payable on the day of said levy, and each subsequent install- 
ment annually thereafter until the entire tax is paid. Each such 
installment shall bear interest from the date of levy until paid at 
such a rate per annum as the Common Council may prescribe, but 
in no event at a less rate than five per centum per annum. The in- 
terest on each installment shall be due and payable at the same 
time as the installment is due and payable and shall be a lien on 
the property assessed to the same extent as the tax so levied, and 
shall be deemed and considered as a part of the tax. 

The failure to pay any installment of said tax when the same is 
due and payable shall make the entire tax due and payable and 
proceedings shall be taken by the proper officers for the collection 
of the entire tax so levied and remaining unpaid, as is now or may 
hereafter be provided for the collection of delinquent taxes or 
special assessments. 

Sec. 2. In the event the Common Council may elect to provide 
that such special assessment tax shall be paid in annual installments 
as above provided, then and in such event the cost and expense of 
the improvement for which said special assessment was made may 
in the first instance be paid out of any funds on hand or out of 
moneys borrowed by the City for the purpose; and for the purpose 
of raising money to pay for such improvement in the first instance 
the i\Iayor and Common Council may issue bonds of the City in an 
amount not exceeding the expense and cost of such improvement, 
such bonds to bear interest at a rate not greater than the rate of in- 
terest provided for the deferred installments of such tax.

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In all other Counties of the Territory the County Assessor shall 
he appointed annually by the Board of Supervisors, who shall hold 
office for the term of one year from the first day of January for the 
year in which he is appointed. 

In Third Class Counties, the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Eight Hundred dollars per annum. 

In Fourth Class Counties the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Six Hundred dollars. 

In Fifth Class Counties the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Five Hundred dollars per annum. 

In Sixth Class Counties the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Five Hundred dollars per annum, all of which 
salaries shall be paid quarterly. 

In all Counties of the Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Classes,

when any mortgage or deed of trust shall be satisfied by a deed of 
release, the Kecorder shall note on the margin of the record of such 
dtH?d of trust the bo<»k and page where such deed of release is 
recorded. In case stitisfaction be aekno\vle<lge<l by an assignee, the 
not^ or notes secured shall be protluced and cancelled in the pres- 
ence of the Recorder who shall enter that fact on the margin of 
the record and attest ihe same with his official signature. If such 
note or notes liave been lost or destroyed, the assignee shall before 
acknowledging satisfaction, make affidavit that he is the lawful 
owner thereof, that the same has been paid but cannot be produced 
for the reason that it has been lost or destroyed as the case may be, 
which affidavit shall he entered on the face or mar^rin of the record 
or be appended thereto. 

Sec. 2. Jf any such person, thus rc»ceiving satisfaction, do not 
within thirty days after request and tender of cost, acknowledge 
satisfaction on the margin of the record or deliver to the person 
making satisfaction, a sufficient deed of release, he shall forfeit to 
the party aggrieved ten per cent upon the amount of the mortgage 
or deed of trust money, absolutely, and any other damages he may 
be able to prove he has sustained to be receovered in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 3. Any attorney-in-fact, to whom the money due on any 
mortgage or deed of trust is paid, shall have the power to execute 
said release as specified in Section 1 of this Act. Such acknowl- 
edgment of satisfaction thus made, or such deed or release, duly 
acknowledged and recorded, shall have the effect to release the 
mortgage or deed of trust, and bar all actions brought thereon, and 
revest in the mortgagor or person who executed the deed of trust, 
or his legal representatives, all title to ihe property contained in 
such mortgage or deed of trust. 

Sec. 4. If such property be redeemed b> payment to the officer 
before the sales, sucli officer shall make a c(?rtificate thereof and 
acknowldge the same before some officer authorized to take ac- 
knowledgements of deeds for lands; and such certificate shall be 
recorded in the office in which the morttraire or deed of trust is re- 
corded, and shall have the same effect as satisfaction entered on the 
margin of the record. 

Sec. 5. The executor or administrator of anv mortgagee or 
cestui que trust or of the holder or owner of any indebtedness se- 
cured by any mortgage or deed of trust, shall, if said indebtedness 
shall have been paid to his decedent in his life time, upon request 
of the owner or owners of the property conveyed by said mortgage 
Ai. deed of trust acknowledge satisfaction thereof on the margin of

Sec. 6. If such executor or administrator upon satisfactory 
proof produced to him of the payment of such indebtedness to his 
decedent, do not within thirty days after the request and tender of 
expenses acknowledge satisfaction on the margin of the record or 
deliver to the person owning the property a sufficient deed of 
release he shall personally forfeit to the party aggrieved ten per 
cent upon the amount of the mortgage or deed of trust money, ab- 
solutely, and other damages said aggrieved party may be able to 
prove he has sustained, to be recovered in any court of competent 
jurisdiction.

so levied against him for his particular piece of property; such ac- 
tion or suits shall be commenced by complaint and shall state the 
RCA^eral amounts of the special assessments sought to be recovered, 
the name of the person or persons owing the same and a description 
of the property upon which such special assessment is a lien, and 
give a general description of the warrant or warrants issued for the 
collection thereof. Upon the filing of the complaint a sununons 
shall be issued and served and returned as in other suits in such 
Courts. Upon return of such summons duly served, the Court 
shall therewith proceed to a hearing of such complaint without for- 
mal pleadings and may render formal judgment for all or any part 
of such special assessment against the person or persons respectively 
liable thereto, as the right and justice of the case may require, 
and may f iiiiher decree a foreclosure and sale of the lands 
upon which such special assessment respectively are a lien, in the 
same manner as is now provided by law for the foreclosure and sale 
of liens or mortgages on real estate; and in such action said Court 
may render personal judgment against the persons respectively 
liable for such special assessments; upon which judgments execu- 
tions may issue as is now provided by law. The general laws of 
the Territory of Arizona in reference to the enforcement of judg- 
ments and executions, foreclosure sales, rights of redemption, issu- 
ance of Sheriff's certificates of sale and Sheriff's deed shall be ap- 
plicable to the proceedings under this Section, provided, however 
that whenever any bonds are issued by the Common Council of any 
City, they must have been authorized by a vote of the x>eople in 
accordance with Acts of Congress and the laws of the Territory of 
Arizona. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of

Legislature of the Territory of Arizona, on the 18th day of March, 
1897, entitled an Act to reinstate salaries of County officials for the 
years 1895 and 1896 and providing for the payment thereof by their 
respective Counties except in Counties that have been subdivided 
or organized since January 1st, 1895, is hereby repealed.

Xo. 68. AN ACT 

To Induce and Encourage the Construction of Eail- 
roads Within this Territory. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 

Section 1. That for the purpose of inducing and encouraging 
the construction of railroads, other than street and electric rail- 
roads, within this Territory, the capital stock, franchise, right of 
way, superstructures, improvements, betterments, telegraph lines 
and all other real, personal and mixed property used or necessary in 
the construction and operation of railroads, to be conducted as 
common carriers of freight and passengers, other than street and 
electric railroads, hereafter constructed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act, and whether owned or operated by a person or 
persons, association or railway corporation, his their or its suc- 
cessors or assigns, be and the same is hereby declared to be exempt 
from any and all manner of taxation for and during the period of 
ten years from and after the date of the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 2. Within six months after the passage of this Act, any 
person or persons, association or railway corporation, shall file with 
the Secretary of the Territory a statement in writing, therein set- 
ting forth the general course and the terminal points of the rail- 
road proposed to be constructed. 

Sec. 3. Within six months after the filing of the statement in 
writing, provided in Section 2 of this Act, the construction of such 
railroad shall, in good faith, be commenced, and continued at the 
rate of not less than twenty-five miles for each and every period of 
twelve months thereafter.

Sec. 5. Within sixty days after the expiration of each of said 
periods of twelve months, the owner of such railroad shall file with 
the Secretary of the Territor}-, a plat of the line of railroad con- 
si meted during the period of twelve months next preceding said 
sixty days. 

Sec. 6. If any railroad built under the provisions of this Act 
shall charge any higher rate of freiglit for carrying any of the 
products of this Territor}' from one point in the Territory to any 
other point in the Territory- than is charged for a like service on the 
same kind of products brought frcm some point outside of the 
Territory, or shall fail to comply with any of the provisions of this 
Act, it shall forfeit all the rights of exemption from taxation herein 
provided for. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall take efTect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

To the Honorable, The Secretary of the Interior: 

Yonr memorialist, the Legislature of the Territory of Arizona, 
respectfully represents; that, 

AVhereas, Certain forest reserves, have, by executive action, 
heretofore ben created in the northern portion of the Territory of 
Aiizona, subject to such rules and regulations as have heretofore 
been established or may hereafter be made and promulgated, by the 
J tonorafcle, the Secretary of the Interior, and, 

Whereas, The existing regulations prohibit the grazing of sheep 
witliin the limits of forest reserves, and, 

Whereas, The enforcement of such regulations, or of any rule 
or ]egulation prohibiting the free use of the public domain within 
the limits of the forest reserve within this Territory for the graz- 
ing of livestock would be ruinous to the stock interests of Northern 
Arizona and most disastrous to the business interests of that por- 
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tion of the Territory, as well as extremely injurious to the financial 
interests of the Territory at large, without in any manner working 
any benefit to the public interests, governmental or otherwise, , 

Now, Therefore, It is respectfully suggested, that the aboUsh- 
luent of the regulation in question, and of any other rule or regula- 
tion prohibiting or interfering with the free use of the public 
domain within the limits of such reserves, for the grazing of live- 
stock would be greatly beneficial to the people of the Territory, 

Wherefore, Your memorialist asks that the consideration of the 
Secretary of the Interior be given to the suggestion contained in 
this Memorial, and asks the abolishment of all regulations prohibit- 
ing or interfering with the free use of the public domain within the 
limits of such reserves for the grazing of livestock, and be it, 

Kesolved, That the Secretary of the Territory be, and is hereby 
requested to transmit at once, a copy of the foregoing Memorial 
to the Honorable, the Secretary of the Interior, and to our delegate 
in Congress. 



HOUSE MEMOEIAL NO. 1. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America, in Congress Assembled: 

Your memorialists, The Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Arizona, beg leave to submit to your Honorable Body, that, 

Whereas, A Memorial was presented to your Honorable Bodies 
by the Eighteenth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona 
regarding bonds issued by certain Counties of said Territory, which 
Memorial was intended to apply only to such bonds as had been 
bought in good faith, and interest on which had been paid as stated 
in the aforesaid Memorial; and 

AVhereas, In response to said Memorial your Honorable Bodies 
thereafter passed the Act entitled "An Act amending and extend- 
ing the provisions of an Act of Congress entitled An Act approv- 
ing, with amendments, the Funding Act of Arizona, approved 
June Gth, 1896; and 

Whereas, Based on said Momorial an Act of June Gth, 1896, 
the Supreme Court of the ['nited States has recently rendered a 
decision tending to roroouiz(> the vali(iity of certain bonds issued 
by Pima County, Arizona Territory, to the Arizona Narrow Gauge 
Railroad, under the provisions of the Act of the Legislative As- 
sembly of the 1'erritory of Arizona, approved February 1st, 1883, 
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Whereas, Before the passage of said Memorial said bonds had 
heen declared unauthorized and void by the District Court of the 
First Judicial District of the Territory of Arizona, in and for 
Pima County, by the Supreme Court of the Territory of Arizona, 
and by the Supreme Court of the United States, in the case of 
Lewis 'S's. the County of Pima, decided in the Supreme Court of the 
Tlnited States at its October, 1894, term; and. 

Whereas, Said bonds issued to said Arizona TsTarrow Gauge 
Eailroad Company were never acquired by said County in good 
faith, and were never sold by it in good faith or for a valuable con- 
sideration, and none of the interest on said bonds had ever been 
paid by Pima County, and the validity of said bonds had never 
been acknowledged by said County, and. 

Whereas, The said Arizona Narrow Gauge Eailroad was never 
built and never existed, and Pima County has never received any 
consideration whatever for the said so-called bonds, and the entire 
scheme of the said bond issue was a fraud without any element of 
merit or good faith, and 

WTiereas, All the foregoing facts were and are notorious, and 
^vithin the knowledge of every one who has ever had any dealings 
with said bonds, and 

Whereas, It was by all the members of the Legislature passing 
said Memorial and bv the Governor of Arizona at the time, and 
by the then Delegate in Congress from Arizona, believed that all 
of said bonds so issued by Pima County to the Arizona Narrow 
Gauge Railroad Company were res adjudicate by the said decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, and that none of the 
said bonds could be thereafter validated, and 

Whereas, Said Memorial was intended to apply only to certain 
railway aid bonds of two other Counties in Arizona where the aided 
raihvays Avere actually constructed, and not to the said bonds so 
issued by Pima County, as to which none of the statements or rea- 
sons in said Memorial applied, and which bonds were then as now 
believed to be without consideration, unjust, fraudulent and void. 

Therefore, We most strongly urge upon the Senate and Honsie 
of Representatives of the Ignited States of America to pass such 
legislation as will exclude from the provisions of the Act of Con- 
gress of June ^A\, 180G, and from any and all other legislation by 
Congress the said bonds so issued bv Pima County to the Arizona 
?<arrov/ Gnage Railroad Company, so that neither said Act of 
June 6fh. 1896, or any other Act will be construed so as to validate 
the said honds issued by Pima County; and it is further 

Kesolved, That our Delegate to Congress be and is hereby in- 
structed tc use all proper means to bring this subject to the careful 
and immediate consideration of Congress, in order to secure, if pos- 
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siUe^ from Congress such logislation as is prayed for herein^ and 
that the Secretary of the TerritDry bo and he is hereby requested 
to transmit a copy of the foregoing Memorial to each House of 
Congress and to our Delegate in Congress.
